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6. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by U.S. Patent 5,918,217 to Maggioncalda etal. 

Maggioncalda et al. clearly discloses a computer method for creating 
implementing a portfolio of investments in a single transaction by a user comprising the 
steps of: 

selecting a portfolio of investments from a plurality of potential investment^ 
options (430); 

adjusting a desired risk-return characteristic of said selected portfolio by 
adjusting a risk-return pointer (505) using a graphical user interface device; and 

transmitting by the computer one or more trades to implement an adjusted the 
portfolio over a computer network in response to a single click of a mouse by a user 
(Implement button on Fig. 4) in, for example, the Abstract, Figures 1, 4-6, 9, 12.a and 
12.b, and the text supporting said figures. 

Regarding claim 2 and the limitation determining automatically by a processor a 
weighting of a plurality of instruments in the portfolio to accommodate said adjusted 
risk-return characteristic, see for example, Col. 9 lines 40-50
